REPORT. OF THE MISSIONARY BOARD. 


Under any circumstances, your Board takes pleasure in 
presenting to your consjderation the subject of extending the 
interests of the Redeemer’s Kingdom. And ‘although an 
interposition of Divine Providence prevents us from report- 
ing to you so great an amount of labor as we had reason to 
anticipate, yet, with thankfulness and joy, we are able to re- 
port progress and success 

Soon after your last session, your Board convened and en- 
\ paged the services of Bro. Wu. E. Sueprarb, who desired, 
with the approbation of the Board, to spend 4 large propor- 
tion of his time in your service, and, accordingly, made ar- 
rangeménts, in the winter, to commence his /labors ; but, a 
short time beforé he should have left’ home to ‘fill his appeint- | 
ments, he was attacked with severe indisposition, by which 
he was incapacitated for a length of time to perform any 
service, and, after his partial recovery, his physician advised 
him that he could not, with any reasonable hope of safety, 
engage in the duties of his itinerancy before the opening of 
warm weather. Of this Providential interference with our 
hopes, Bro. SueppaRD apprised the Board in| due time; at 
least,-as soon as circumstances would justify it. But as we 
kaw no remedy, we'were compelled to submit) to our disap- 
pointment. In the begining of the summer tour, Bro. SHep- 
PARD was able to commence his labors, and prosecuted the 
work with fidelity, and a gratifying measure of success. By 
his various reports, we-learn that in many pla¢es a deep in- 
terest is manifested, and present appearances are more flat- 
tering than at any’ previous period of his labors in that part 
of the country. We should have been glad to present a more 
genetal and circumstantial view of the religious condition of 
the field to which Bro. Suepparp’s labors have been devoted; ; 
but we can only refer you to him for a verbal, statement, as 
his reports will not enable us to present it to you in this an- 
nual report of our transactions.

and has preached seventy-seven sermons, delivered twenty- 
‘four exhortations, and has addressed | nearly four thousand 


| persons on the subject of the Great Salvation. He has visited 
jninety-nine families, and traveled neaily one thousand miles 
(He has baptised twelve converts, who jhave given themselves 
‘to the Lord, pnd received two others, who have not yet been 
baptised. Considering the time our missionary has been en- 
‘gaged, we are constrained to say he has performed a respect- 


jable amount of labor, and we see equal grounds of gratitude’

‘this Board presented the subject to tha Ebenezer Association 


at their last session, when we found that it enlisted their cor- 
\fial solicitude, and wé felt assured of securing their ready 
land active co-operation. And we find that this enterprise 
‘neets with very general favor, not only within the bounds of 
these two Associations, but also in plages quite remote from 
both. Bro. A. P. Ropertson, the clerk of .the Ebenezer 
Association, has recently held a correspondence with some of 
the functionaries of the Southern Baritist Convention, who 
have informed him that they have no Toabe that that body 
rill appropriate, annually, to this objegt, from $200 to $300.

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Will. Bro. Rosertson also thinks that Association will 
guarantee $100. If the object fails for want of mears, we 
fear that our vindication may prove to be|no easy task. 
Whether sister Associations, or the General |Association of 
Southeastern Mississippi, will afford us any aid in prosecuting 
our efforts in this behalf, your Board are not able to say ; but 
we believe that some small assistance would be derived from 
the people for whose spiritual benefit this effort is made. 
Upon the whole, we feel a good degree of confidence that the 
necessary pecuniary means can be obtained. But the great 
difficulty of procuring a suitable minister to occupy this im- 
portant station, still remains to be provided for. In regard 
to this part of your plan, your Board would) state, for the 
information of the body, that there is a Minister within the 
brounds of the Mt. Pisgah Association who ig reputed to be 
a brother of respectable and improving gifts, well approved 
by the church and generally acceptable, who /has for several 
years past been impressed with a desire to go (down there and 
labor among those destitute people. The clerk of the Ebe- 
nezer Association, before referred to, has informed a member 
of our body that he has had an interview with the preacher 
alluded to above, and held with him a free and unreserved 
conversation on the subject. In this conférence, he learns 
that two difficulties interpose themselves in the way of this 
brother’s acceptance of such an appointment. The first is 
his serious fears that he is not competent to the duties the 
trust would devolve upon him. Your Board! considers this 
rather as a recommendation than an objection ; yet we are 
willing to admit fully the importance of the work. The other 
difficulty in his way is of a more foamidable aspect ; but per- 
-haps not altogether insurmountable. It is bodily infirmity 
of a chronic order, which, as yet, does not disable him for 
the work of the ministry, and perhaps may not at all prevent 
his usefulness. The nature of the disease would indicate that

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ANNUAL REPORT 


or THE 
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his mature experience in the work, and in the affairs of Christ’s 
kitom, enabled your Board, without the léast reluctance, to 
place This. new held nnder his management. This being the 
first time your Board has been called upon to direct its atten- 
tion to this field, we necessarily felt the weight ¢f our in- 
creased responsibility, and a deep solicitude as to what might 
ve the results, And we were soon called upon to encounter 
a painful discouragement. Forbidding providences from the 
hand of Him, who is higher than the highest, prevented our 
brother from entering ou his labors as soon as we desired, and 
as we had reason to ¢xpect, so that at one time we entertained 
serious fears that all our fond anticipations would prove abor- 
tive. But opposing obstacles yielding, Br. Mager Was pyepared 
to commence labors in his field in March, and has planted and 
watered with diligence : and has realized a reward which we ‘ 
think has hardly come short of his own expectations... Our 
Lord has given us full testimony of his approbation of ‘@ar en- 
deavors to extend and establish the kingdom of the Redeemer 
in this new field of Gospel labor. It has been a source of sper 
cial gratification to your Board, that your first attempt in this 
direction should receive such signal évidences of Divine favor. 


We now present you with the following synopsis of the la- 
bors and results of your missionaries : 


Br. Fortinberry has labored 138 days, preached 124 sermons, 
addressed 3635 hearers, travelled 217], miles, and baptized 12 
converts, Br, Magee has labored 50 days, preached _50_ser- 
mons, addressed 1308 hearers, travelled 612 miles, and_bap- 
tiz@d 11 converts. Making a total of 188 days’ labor—174 ser- 
mons—4943 persons have heard the Gospel message—23 con- 
verts have professed Christ, and our missionaries have tra- 
velled 2783 miles, 


Thus you see, brethren, that our labors, our expenditures, 
and our success, have considerably exceeded anything we 
have been able to report to you in any former year. 


The amount of funds now in the hands of the Treasurer is. 
bot sufficient to enable the Board to prosecute this work with 
the same vigor for any great length of time, as the present 
balance is only about one hundred and twenty-five dollars. 
And we deem it a question .of no small importance, whether, 
if laborers can be procured, the work shall cease, or even. be 
impeded, for the want of money. But we must leave it with’ 


J0u to decide this question, for the direction of the Board dur- 


ing the ensuing year.
